IMORY, or Coats of 4rms, faith Monſieur U!ſon, is no 
other than the Seal or viſible Character of \Wobility, 
which is the moſt glorious recompence that either our 
own Virtues, or that of our Predeceſfors could acquire 

us. And as a Chriſtian ought not to be ignorant of his Chriſtian name, 
ſeeing it is the mark of his Adoption ; ſo ſhould it be ſhameful for 
a Gentleman to be ignorant of hisown Coat of Arms, being the vi- 
ſible ſign of his Nobility and ſhortned Symbols of his Heroical 
Actions, or thoſe of his Predeceſſors : And in the general ſignifica- 
ion, as Enſignsof Honour among Military men, have been as an- 
* - Ciently uſed in this Realm, as in any other , for neceſſity bred the 
ulcof themin Military affairs, for Order and diſtin&ion both of 
P5.. 22 Bodies, Military and Civil; and for particular perſons, as 
notesof Monour,as may be gathered from the Sacred Scriptures on 
the party colout*d Coacof Foſeph, who had that honourable diſtin- 
tion, and from thence was called the Trophy-bearer, and the b/- 
conditornm repertor,The Blazoner of Symbolical matter, as alſo that 
from Vumb. 2. wherein every 7ribe was commanded to- pitch his 
Tent under their Standard, and nnder the Arms of his Father's 
Houſe. And not only the Armilogie of this Heroic Science was pre- 
ſerved, but the Gamilogie and preſervations of their Families by 
Genealogies, as may be gathered from the ſecond Chapter of Zzra, 
where thoſe that ſought out their Genealogies, among thoſe that 
were reckoned by Genealogy, but being not found were as pollu- 
red, caſt from the Prieſthood, For though they were in Captivityz 
Fortuna non miutat Genus, And it hath been the care of all Nations, 
namely, the Carians, Lacedemonians, Meſſonians, Romans,&Cc. So let 
me defire my Countrymen (that ſecing the Learned Camden hath 
with ſome other given the firft Honour of the Invention of Armory 
in this Part of the World to the P:#s and Britains, who diſtin-

And becauſe Man, as he is the Head 
of the whole Creation, ſo to bear the Head of any Thing, is accounted the moſt Honourable , 2ndawhat is 
gained with more Labour and Sweat to be preterreg. As the £raſed Head is more of Military Power than 
the Couped ; the one being 7orn off, and the other Cut off : So now ro ſpeak of Heraldry, it is no other than 
that part of Hiſtory that conſiſts of Succeſſion in States, Countres, or Families, and Profeſſions, as the Lives 
of famous Men in any Faculty ; For as the Emperor ſaith, We do not count that they only war, for our 
Empire, which do labour with the Sword and Shield ; but allo dur Advocates : For though Councel'ors arc 
not attual Warriors, yet they are repreſentative Warriors. And this noble Science isthe ſame of Hiſtory, 
whichis a commemoration of Things paſt, with the Circumſtancesof Time and Place in diſtin& diſtances 
by ſmall Deſcents to revive the Dead,and tothe Encouragement df the Surviving.
